‘ing such proceedings as lunacy 


hearings and actions on children in 
trouble. Such proceedings are 
nulb and Void,but the damage 
to the person is to a great extent 
beyond repair. 

‘Because of lack of satisfaction 
in justice of the peace court de- 
cisions, the percentage of appeals 
to the circuit and county courts 
is very high. On appeal, the case 
is tried all over again instead of 
using the record óf the justice 
court, since such records are 


non-existant or are not acceptable 


by higher courts. 

“This is expensive, time con- 
suming, and wasteful to both the 
parties involved and to the tax. 
payers. Often the unsuccessful 
party is unable to stand the ex 
pense of an appeal to a circuit 
or county court. He may never 
get Justice because he finds him- 
self unable to get it in the court 
which should have provided it 
first.” 

The folder also states that due 
to the weakness: of the system 
there has been "a gradual 
breakdown of respect for the 
justice of the? peace courts." 

“This may be unjustified in 
many instances, especially where 
justices are sincerely trying to 
do & good job. Nevertheless, it 
is a fact that the práctice of 
hdMing court in garages and 
other commercial establishments 
together with general atmosphere 
surrounding such courts, does not
